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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 1/1 1/07 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 21 -30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Sahm 
(US 5,404,661 published Apr. 1 1 , 1995). 

With regard to claim 21 , Sahm discloses a method of guiding a vehicle, the 
method comprising: 

establishing elevation data and corresponding location data for a work 
area (fig. 4: col. 1 , line 68) : 

determining location data, including a particular location of a vehicle, 
within the work area (fig. 6: col. 4. lines 35-40) : 
estimating at least one of roll data and pitch data corresponding to the 
particular location (fig. 10: col. 9. lines 35-40) : 

guiding the vehicle based upon at least one of the estimated roll data and 
the pitch data (col. 9. lines 10-15) . 
With regard to claims 22, 24, and 26-30, Sahm discloses steering with roll data 
comprising a roll angle and wherein the pitch data comprising a pitch angle (slope is an 
angle: col. 10, lines 5-20: cols. 11-12) . 

With regard to claim 23, figure 15b discloses a group of cells. 
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With regard to claim 25, the Examiner considers each path segment disclosed in 
figure 16a to be substantially linear. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21 -30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground (s) of rejection.
